= Hereasthe Trade of Silke withinthis Realme,

N || ig; Dying, and Wozking the ſame tnto Panufactures Here at 
Z\C| home, ts much tncreaſed within a few yeeresnow paſt, and the

4 7) Kingdome, and the ſetting of many thouſand pooze people on 
> | Wozke , vnleſle the deceitful handling thereof, doe bzingthe lame 
into diſcredit, and deſtroy the reputation thereof, and thereby de- 
pztue the Land of ſo hopeful a Trade, when it hath neere atcained co the perfection 
thereof. 

And Whereas tt hath beene lately diſcouered in Our Court of Starre-Chamber, that a 
notable abuſe Hath crept in by the Fraudand Conettze of ſome ill diſpoſed perſons, (ſome of 
Which hanue already been deſernedly puniſhed by the iult Sentence of that Court , andthe reſt 
ofthe offenders ſhall ſurely be pzoſecuted foz mnerample to all others) by adding to the weight © 
of Silke in their Dye beyond aiuſt pzopoztion, by falſe anddeceitfull mirture ofthe ingredi- 
ents vled in the Dying, whereby, beſides the vniult encreaſe of the weights, the Silke is 
weakened and cozrupted, and the colour niade wozſe, to the great abuſe of Us and Dur 
Dubiects, andto the apparant onerth;ow of thewhole Trade, if the ſame bee not ſpeedt- 
ly pzeuented, 

wee taking this into Our Pzincely conſideration, andeſteemingitawozke wozthy of Our 
Royall care, haue chought it fic by this Our publique Pzoclamatton , vtterly to fozbid the 
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vlſeof all ſuch deceit and falſitie in Dying of Silkes, and foz the pzeſent to pzeſcribe ſome 
p2obable Rules to bee obſerued, foz the pzeuenting of the like abuſes hereafter, vntill vpon 
ſerious and mature deliberation, wee, by the adutce of Dur Counſel, (hall bee able to make 
Amoze abſolute refozmation. 

In the firſt place therefoze wee doe ſtraitly charge and command, Thatno Silke. Dyer 
doe at any time hereafter vſe any Slipp, Alder-barke, filings of Jron, oz other cozrupt 02 de- 
ceitfull matter in dying of Silkes , either blacke, oz into Colours, wherebythe weightofche 
Dilke ſhallo: may be increaſed, vpon patne of Dur highdiſpleaſure , x of ſuch further paines 
and puntſhments,as by Our Lawes,o: by the Sentenceof Dur Courtof Starre-chamber. 
oz by Pur P2erogatine Royall,can oz may be inflicted vpon the offendozs, And ifany Silke- 
man . Silke-weauer , 02 other perſon vling the Tradeof buying oz fellingof Silke, eitherin 
groſſe, oz by refatle , either by the ſkaine, oz other weight, oz which ſhall connert the ſame 
info Lace, Ribben, 2Butfons , Points, o2 other Manufactures, o2 ſhall vſe the Trade of 
buying oz ſelling the ſame ſo conuerted, ſhall bee pztute andconſenting to ſuch deceipt in Dy-. 
ing. 02 itiowing the ſame to bee ſo falſely Dyed, (hall buy, receiue, oz putthe ſame to ſale, 
o2 vtter the ſame to any other , Euery luch offendoz ſhall incurre the like puniſhment as the 
Stlke-Dyer htinſelfe ſhould bndergoe bythe intention ofthis Pur Pzoclamation. 

And to the end that all good meanes may bee vled , which may further this refozmation 
infended , Vee further ſtraitly charge and command, Thatno Silke ſhall bedyedofanyother 
Blacke,but of that colour anddye calledoz knowne by the name of Spaniſh blacke, and not 
of that Dye which ts called oz knowne by the name of London blacke,o: light weight. 

That no Silke-Dyer doe dye any Silke befozc the Gumme bee fayze boyled off from the 
Silke being raw, ſo that the pound of Raw ſilke , Which befoze the Gumme boyled off was 
irteene ounces , be reduced to twelue ounces, oz thereabouts, When the Gumme ts boyled off. 

That no ſilke weighing a pound befoze it beput to dying, Eafterdyed info Spaniſh blacke, 
doe erceede ſirteene ounces after it ts dyed; And that the pound weight of Silke of l:aly dyed 
into blacke , doe not exceed fifteene ounces when tt ts dyed , with halfe an ounce at the moſt foz 
remedie. 

That no pound weight of Silke which ſhall be dyed into theſe ſadd Colours following, 
(viz,) Liner-colour, Deroy, Tawny,Purple, French greene,Gingerline,Deere colour, O:ange 
colour, o2 light Ruſſet, ſhall erceede thirteene ounces whentt is dyed, and halfe an ounce at 
the moſt fo: remedie. 

That no pound weight of Silke which ſhallbee dyedinfo other colours, which are called 
Liqht colours ,erceed twelne ounces when it is dyed, andhalfeanounceat the moſt fo:reme- 
die; And-that no Galles be vſed in thedytngof thoſe light colours, 

That no pound weight of Silke which ſhall be dyedinto Gzaine colours, doeerceed thir- 
teene ounces when itis dyed, and halfe anounce atthe moſt foz remedy. 

That no pound weight of Silke which ſhall be vſed, as White, oz light Yellow, foz Stlner 
and Gold th:eed., ſhall exceede twelue ounces, without any addition foz remedy, 

Thatthe Th:owſter doenotadde any Gumme , Dtrrops, oz other deceitfall cnffe to en- 
creaſe the Weight befoze it goe to the Dyer. 

That no B2oker ſell any dyed Silkes, vnlefſe the owner himſelfe appearein perſon; , and 
owne the ſame , that he may bee anſwerablefo2 the abuſe indping,tfcherefall out co be any. 


That all Stuffes made of Silke, be marked with the pzoper Marke of the Weatter there- 
of; Andthat no perſon buying Silke, doe Dyehisowne Silke, 

And Wee traitly charge and command, That the Lo2zd Mato: of London, within the Ct- 
fieand Liberties thereof, The Maſter , wardens, and Aſſiſtants of the Company of Dyers 
of London, ( as farre asby their Charters they are enabled) andall other Maiozs, Sheriffes, 
Juſtices of Peace, Bailiffes , and other head Officers within their ſenerall Juriſdictions in 
all parts of this Kingdome of England, and Realme of rchagd , doe vſe all diligence to ſearch, 
finde out, and p2enent all the abuſes in falſe oz deceitfull Dykng of Silke, accozding to the 
poWer they already haue to that purpoſe, and acco2ding fo the direction ofthele P2eſents; And 
ſuch abuſes beetng found, that they diſconer the ſame to the Lo2ds of Qur Painie Conn- 
ſell , v2 to Our Attourney generall foz the time being, to the end that the offendozs may be 
punilhed foz the ſame. 

- Andbecaule it were in baine to command the frue and honeſt wn of Silke within this 
Realme , and ſuffer ſilke fally Dyed beyond the Seas to be impozted , Wee doe ſtrattly charge 
and command, Lhyat no man bee ſo hardy as to bzinginto theſe Qur Realmes of England oz 
Ireland, 02 Any Po2t, Hauen, Crecke, 02 place thereof, any Dllke deceitfully Dyed with increaſe 
of weight , vpon paine of fozfeiture thercof, and of ſuch further puniſhment as may by Law 
be inflicted vpon then!. 

Andlaſtly,becauſe thereisat thisp:eſent much Stlke inthe hands of many perſons, which 
hath been falfly Dyed as afozeſaid, Wee doe ſtraitly charge and command, that aliſuch Silke 
bee tranſpozted out oftheſe Kingdomes befo:e the firſt day of December now nert comming: 
Andifafcer that day any ſuch falſe o2 deceitfull Dyed Dilke, etther already ſo Dyed, 02 Hereaf- 
fer to be ſo died, ſhall be found in the Hands of any perſon whatſocner, beſides thepuniſhments 
afozeſaid , the Silke it ſelfe ſhall bee burnt, and btterly deſtroyed whereſoeuer the ſame ſhall 


be found.
